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Summary 

Oranges.  Estimates  indicate  that  the  1974-75 
Mediterranean  sweet  orange  crop  will  be  8,206,000  met- 
ric tons,  less  than  1  percent  larger  than  crops  of  each  of 
the  past  two  seasons.  However,  the  1974-75  estimate  is 
up  14  percent  from  five  seasons  earlier,  1969-70,  and 
represents  significant  increases  from  that  year  in  most 
countries. 

Tangerines.  Production  in  1974-75  is  expected  to  be 
1 ,467,000  metric  tons,  about  the  same  as  that  of  1973-74 
and  1972-73.  Nevertheless,  1974-75  production  is  41 
percent  more  that  1969-70  output,  as  a  result  of  signifi- 
cant plantings,  particularly  to  Clementines.  About  60 
percent  of  the  424,000-ton  increase  from  the  1969-70 
level  has  been  in  Spain,  but  important  production  in- 
creases also  occurred  in  Morocco  and  Italy. 

Lemons.  Mediterranean  area  production  of  1,446,000 
metric  tons  has  remained  relatively  stable  during  the  past 
several  seasons.  Indications  are  that  Italy,  which  pro- 
duces more  than  half  of  the  Mediterranean  harvest,  may 
be  reaching  a  production  peak.  Spain,  which  produced  13 
percent  of  the  1974-75  Mediterranean  crop,  and  Greece, 
which  produced  10  percent,  have  increased  production 
significantly  over  the  past  five  seasons.  A  fairly  high 
proportion  of  the  trees  in  both  of  these  countries  are 
young. 

Grapefruit.  Grapefruit  production  for  1974-75  is  ex- 
pected to  be  551,400  metric  tons,  slightly  above  that  of 
the  past  two  seasons.  Israel  and  Cyprus  have  accounted 
for  84  percent  of  Mediterranean  production  in  each  of  the 
last  three  seasons.  However,  acreage  limitations  in  Israel 
and  the  current  partition  of  Cyprus,  despite  its  large 
proportion  of  young  trees,  appear  to  limit  significant 
Mediterranean  production  increases.  There  are  reports  of 
increased  plantings  in  Spain,  Greece,  Italy,  and  Turkey, 
but  these  countries  will  likely  remain  minor  producers 
for  the  foreseeable  future. 


Production  by  Countries 

Cyprus.  The  conflict  which  separated  Cyprus  into  two 
sectors,  one  Greek  and  the  other  Turkish,  dominated  the 
1974-75  citrus  outturn.  Final  1974-75  citrus  production 
is  expected  to  be  210,000  metric  tons,  27  percent  below 
that  of  1973-74.  Approximately  75  percent  of  the  lem- 
ons, 83  percent  of  the  oranges,  and  60  percent  of  the 
grapefruits  were  produced  in  the  Turkish  sector  in 
1974-75.  During  the  height  of  the  conflict  (July- 
August),  a  considerable  portion  of  the  citrus  went  with- 
out irrigation.  Lack  of  management  and  materials  caused 
citrus  groves  to  be  neglected,  particularly  in  the  applica- 
tion of  insecticides,  fungicides,  and  fertilizers.  Con- 
sequently low  and  poor  quality  fruit  were  expected. 

Although  citrus  areas  are  irrigated,  drought  over  the 
past  several  years  has  cut  yields.  Approximately  50  per- 
cent of  citrus  plantings  were  of  full  bearing  age  prior  to 
the  1973-74  crop  year,  but  further  significant  plantings 
were  not  being  made  because  of  a  lack  of  irrigated  land. 
Substantial  increases  in  lemon  and  grapefruit  production 
can  be  expected  during  the  next  few  years  if  groves  are 
properly  tended. 

Gaza  and  West  Bank  of  Jordan.  Early  estimates  of 
1974-75  Gaza  and  West  Bank  production  were  not  avail- 
able. However,  both  areas  will  again  set  records  judging 
from  recent  annual  production  increases.  Production  in 
Gaza  reached  an  estimated  215,000  tons  in  1973-74,  up 
5  percent  from  the  1972-73  level  and  71  percent  above 
that  of  1969-70.  An  increasing  number  of  new  groves  are 
coming  into  production  in  the  area  south  of  the  city  of 
Gaza,  while  yields  from  older  groves  are  increasing  with 
improved  cultural  practices.  However,  further  major  in- 
creases in  plantings  appear  unlikely  because  of  lack  of 
additional  land  and  water.  More  than  half  of  the  citrus 
produced  in  the  Gaza  Strip  consists  of  Valencia-type 
oranges,  which  totaled  120,000  tons  in  1972-73. 


West  Bank  citrus  production  totaled  about  60,000  tons 
in  1973-74,  only  3  percent  above  1972-73,  but  83  per- 
cent more  than  1969-70.  Much  of  the  increase  resulted 
from  young  plantations  in  the  Quadqilya  and  Tulkarem 
areas.  Most  of  the  production  is  Shamouti  oranges. 

Greece.  With  new  production  from  recent  plantings 
and  with  favorable  weather  in  1974-75,  citrus  outturn 
could  be  a  record  782,000  metric  tons,  up  35  percent 
from  that  of  1973-74.  The  expected  1974-75  citrus  pro- 
duction is  the  result  of  greatly  expanded  orange  output 
and  slightly  larger  tangerine  production.  Freezes  in 
January  and  March  1973  substantially  reduced  both 

1972-  73  and  1973-74  production. 

A  mid-January  1975  frost  appeared  to  have  caused 
light  damage  to  unharvested  navels  in  the  Argos  area. 
Despite  the  frost,  the  overall  quality  of  1974-75  oranges 
should  be  the  best  in  recent  years  with  thin  smooth  peels, 
small  navels,  good  juice  content,  and  uniform  exportable 
sizes.  Lemon  production  may  be  down  slightly  because 
of  unfavorable  weather  during  the  bloom  period.  How- 
ever, quality  is  expected  to  be  better  that  that  of  1 973— 
74.  Grapefruit  production  is  currently  insignificant  but 
has  been  encouraged  by  the  Government.  Grapefruit  pro- 
duction has  been  projected  at  3,600  metric  tons  by  1980. 

More  than  1 .8  million  trees  were  planted  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  1970-71  season  through  the  end  of  the 

1973-  74  season.  These  plantings  include  602,000  to 
sweet  orange,  486,000  to  lemons,  245,000  to  citrons, 
178,000  to  tangerines,  143,000  to  grapefruit,  and 
156,000  to  bitter  oranges.  Bitter  orange  trees  usually  are 
planted  for  grafting  of  lemons. 

A  farm  production  payment  of  40  percent  of  the  cost  of 
propagation  materials  and  an  annual  income  support 
payment  of  3,000  drachmas  per  hectare  for  groves  not 
over  5  years  of  age  were  suspended  by  the  Government 
on  December  31,  1974. 

Israel.  Early  indications  are  for  a  reduced  citrus  har- 
vest totaling  1,545,000  metric  tons  in  the  1974-75  sea- 
son, about  100,000  tons  down  from  each  of  the  previous 
2  years.  Orange  sizes  are  expected  to  be  larger  than  last 
year's,  but  production  (750,000  ton  shamoutis,  300,000 
tons  valencias,  and  60,000  tons  of  other  oranges)  will  be 
the  smallest  since  1970-71.  Grapefruit  production  is  ex- 
pected to  set  another  record,  although  sizes  will  be 
smaller  than  those  of  1973-74.  New  citrus  plantings  have 
about  equaled  acreage  claimed  by  urbanization  in  recent 
years.  However,  in  the  future,  urban  expansion  is  ex- 
pected to  take  citrus  acreage  out  of  production  faster  than 
it  can  be  replaced.  High  labor  costs  have  increased  trends 
toward  permanently  placed  rather  than  portable  irriga- 
tion, mechanical  picking,  and  "ripping." 

The  1973-74  citrus  harvest  of  1,644,000  tons  was  just 
3,000  tons  under  the  record  high  set  in  1972-73.  (How- 
ever, 1972-73  figures  are  believed  to  contain  up  to 
160,000  tons  of  citrus  destroyed  by  frost.)  The  quality  of 
1973-74  season  shamoutis  (818,000  tons)  and  grapefruit 


suffered  because  of  a  heat  wave  in  December  1973  and 
heavy  rains  in  January  1974.  Quality  was  also  lowered 
during  harvesting  and  at  packing  houses  when  trained 
workers  were  called  into  military  service. 

Italy.  The  outlook  for  the  1974-75  citrus  crop  is  for 
another  record — 2,658,000  tons — including  increases  in 
oranges,  lemons,  and  grapefruit,  but  a  decline  in 
tangerines.  Blood  oranges  will  account  for  68  percent  of 
orange  production.  This  high  proportion  of  blood-type 
orange  production  has  been  in  response  to  domestic  mar- 
ket preference,  which  now  may  be  shifting  toward  blonde 
oranges. 

The  1974-75  lemon  crop  is  expected  to  be  725,000 
tons,  up  5  percent  from  1973-74,  but  still  below  the  av- 
erage production  of  nearly  784,000  from  1968-69  to 
1971-72.  With  acreage  remaining  constant,  a  few  new 
plantings,  and  a  greater  incidence  of  mal  secco  (dry  rot), 
production  may  have  reached  a  peak  this  season. 

Italy's  mandarin  production,  second  largest  in  the 
Mediterranean,  reached  a  record  334,000  tons  (including 
81,000  tons  of  Clementines)  in  1973-74.  However, 
1974-75  production  is  expected  to  be  306,000  tons, 
down  8  percent,  because  of  unfavorable  weather  and 
trees  weakened  by  the  large  1973-74  crop.  About  23  per- 
cent of  the  specialized  Clementine  acreage  and  13  percent 
of  other  specialized  mandarin  acreage  is  non-bearing,  in- 
dicating that  future  production  increases  can  be  expected 
for  these  fruits. 

Although  grapefruit  production  reached  1,600  tons  in 
1974-75,  up  from  1,300  tons  in  1973-74,  climate  and 
soil  appear  to  limit  major  planting  and  production  in- 
creases. 

Lebanon.  A  slightly  larger  citrus  crop  of  3 1 1 ,000  tons 
is  expected  in  1974-75,  according  to  an  early  season 
forecast.  A  larger  orange  crop  should  more  than  offset 
reduced  lemon,  tangerine,  and  grapefruit  production. 
Water  for  irrigation  was  in  greater  supply  compared  with 
supplies  for  1973-74  and  coastal  areas  received  light 
rains  during  August  through  October.  Fruit  size  is  ex- 
pected to  be  normal  during  1974-75. 

Lemon  production  was  down  for  the  second  straight 
year  because  of  considerable  damage  to  trees  infected 
with  mal  secco.  Further  declines  in  production  can  be 
expected  during  the  next  2  or  3  years  as  a  result  of  this 
disease.  To  reduce  the  spread  of  quick  decline  and  mal 
secco,  the  Ministry,  of  Agriculture  has  prohibited  propa- 
gation of  seedlings  for  rootstock  from  domestic  sour 
orange  seeds. 

Citrus  areas  lost  to  urbanization  and  road  construction 
exceeded  new  plantings  in  1974.  Citrus  plantings,  which 
depend  on  the  availability  of  irrigated  land,  may  increase 
when  irrigation  projects  planned  for  coastal  areas  are 
completed.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  estimated  1973 
citrus  acreage  at  11,999  hectares,  including  8,109  hec- 
tareeof  oranges,  1,017  hectares  of  tangerines,  2,547  hec- 
tares of  lemons,  and  266  hectares  of  grapefruit. 
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Morocco.  The  1974-75  citrus  harvest  is  estimated  at 
934,000  tons,  only  6,000  tons  down  from  that  of  1973-74, 
but  78,000  tons  less  than  the  record  1972-73  crop.  All 
varieties  were  slightly  damaged  by  hot  weather  in  August. 
Nevertheless,  the  size  of  the  fruit  is  good  and  overall  qual- 
ity is  better  than  last  season.  The  quality  of  the  1973-74 
crop  was  affected  by  extended  mild  and  dry  weather  into 
December,  followed  by  heavy  rains  the  latter  part  of  De- 
cember. 

The  producers'  association  estimates  that  citrus  area  in 
production  totals  74,000  hectares.  Production  policies  are 
geared  to  obtaining  quality  fruit  for  export,  particularly  to 
the  European  Community  which  Moroccan  trade  sources 
estimate  could  take  900,000-950,000  tons  of  Moroccan 
citrus  by  1985.  To  encourage  production  of  quality  fruit, 
only  five  varieties  of  citrus — Clementines,  navels, 
Washington  sanguines,  salustianas,  and  Maroc  lates — 
may  by  exported.  Acreage  currently  in  varieties  banned 
from  export  can  be  expected  to  be  converted  to  favored 
varieties.  The  recent  trend  has  been  toward  producing 
smaller  fruit,  particularly  Clementines. 

Spain.  The  Spanish  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Syndicate  has 
forecast  1974-75  production  of  citrus  at  2,630,000  metric 
tons,  down  66,000  tons  from  the  1973-74  level.  The 
1974-75  crop  is  somewhat  late  with  normal  sizes  and  only 
a  minor  color  problem.  Despite  the  overall  drop  in  citrus 
production  in  1974-75,  tangerine  output  may  reach  a  rec- 
ord 572,000  tons. 

The  December  31,  1971,  citrus  census  indicated  that 
128,754  hectares  were  planted  to  oranges,  40,653  hectares 
to  tangerines,  and  19,225  hectares  to  lemons.  Navels  con- 
stituted 64  percent  of  the  orange  acreage,  while  late  var- 
ieties, such  as  Valencias  and  vernas,  were  13  percent  of 
the  total.  Tangerine  acreage  consisted  of  42  percent  sat- 
sumas  and  51  percent  Clementines.  The  1971  census 
showed  that  24  percent  of  the  orange  acreage,  54  percent 
of  the  tangerine,  and  39  percent  of  the  lemon  acreage  were 
under  10  years  of  age,  the  rate  of  expansion  of  citrus  acre- 
age apparently  has  declined  in  the  past  few  years. 
Nevertheless,  the  progressive  change  in  varieties  should 
give  Spain  a  larger  share  of  the  post-Christmas  market  in 
Europe. 

Government  assistance  is  directed  toward  disease  and 
pest  control.  Under  a  subsidy  program,  1,372,000 
tristeza-resistant  and  virus-resistant  seedlings  were 
planted  in  1972-73  to  replace  diseased  and  infected  trees, 
compared  with  only  568,000  seedlings  planted  in  1971  — 


72.  An  estimated  2  million  resistant  seedlings  were 
planted  in  1973-74  under  the  program.  Control  of  the 
white  fly  with  local  predators  and  a  parasite  imported  from 
Mexico  and  the  United  States  met  with  success  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Malaga  and  is  being  extended  to  other  provinces. 

Tunisia.  Citrus  production  for  1974-75  is  forecast  at 
100,000  tons,  down  7,000  tons  from  the  1973-74  level. 
Except  for  15,000  tons  of  lemons,  the  makeup  of  the 
1974-75  citrus  crop  is  not  known.  The  citrus  industry 
cited  a  shortage  of  nitrogenous  fertilizer  as  the  principle 
reason  for  reduced  production  in  1974-75.  Water  supplies 
also  continue  to  be  a  problem  in  the  Cap  Bon  area,  where 
12,000  of  the  total  14,000  hectares  of  citrus  are  planted. 
However,  a  plan  to  bring  water  by  canal  from  the  Kassab 
River  to  the  citrus  region  has  been  adopted  with  a  1976 
completion  date. 

Turkey.  Citrus  production  in  1974-75  is  estimated  at 
709,000  tons,  up  2  percent  from  1973-74.  Dry  weather 
was  the  major  reason  for  lower  production  in  both  1973- 
74  and  1974-75.  In  addition,  frosts  have  reduced  the 
1974-75  tangerine  estimate  by  10,000  tons. 

Turkey  had  an  estimated  14.9  million  citrus  trees  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1974-75  year,  an  increase  of  2.5  million 
since  1969-70.  Tangerine  tree  numbers  alone  increased  by 
1.4  million  to  total  4  million  trees.  Sweet  orange  trees 
numbered  about  8.2  million,  up  from  7.7  million  in 
1969-70.  Grapefruit  production  has  changed  little  since 
1969-70,  but  tree  numbers  now  total  230,000,  compared 
with  88,000  in  1969-70.  Lemon  trees  increased  by 
300,000  during  the  period  to  the  present  total  of  1.8  mil- 
lion. 

Other  Countries.  Little  information  is  available  on  the 
citrus  industries  of  Algeria  and  Egypt.  Production  figures 
used  for  Egypt  and  Portugal  were  extracted  from  publica- 
tions of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  and  Or- 
ganization for  Economic  Cooperation  and  Development, 
while  data  for  Algeria  are  based  on  estimates  of  the  late 
1960's. 

In  Portugal,  the  Government  is  encouraging  maximum 
production  by  subsidizing  improvements  such  as  irriga- 
tion. It  is  also  encouraging  the  formation  of  grower 
cooperatives  and  is  setting  up  centralized  Government 
packing  houses.  Legislation  has  been  passed  that  would 
give  the  Government  authority  to  take  over  land  that  is  not 
cultivated  adequately  and  to  consolidate  small  uneconom- 
ical units.
